8.0. 7260K)*—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
'Section 3 of the Imports & Exports (Control) Act, J947 
(18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby gives general 
permission to Import into India, till further orders, Colour 
JWevision Receivers (Colour TV Sets) by any person, sub- 
-,]ect to the following conditions ;— 

(l) The import shall be by way of gift to the Importer 
from a friend or relation living abroad, and no remittance 
.from India in any form whatsoever shall be involved to- 
words the import in question. 

(li) The colour TV set allowed to be imported shall be 
that in respect of which the price shall not be less than 
Rs. 3,600 (CIF), excluding the price of connected acces¬ 
sories and accompanying spares. 

(ill) The Imported TV set shall be for importer’s own uge 
*md shall not be allowed to be sold or otherwise disposed 
M for a period of two years from the date of clearance 
through customs. 


(iv) No person shall be eligible to import more than one 
colour TV set under this Open General licence. At the 
time of clearance through the Customs, the importer shall 
furnish a declaration on the relevant Bill of Entry or any 
other documents prescribed by rules, to the effect that the 
TV set, in question, is a gift from his relation/friend 
(abroad) and that he ha s not imported any Qoloar TV set 
earher under Open General Licence No. 23/82 dated the 
11th October, 1982. 


(v) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application of 
any other prohibition or regulation affecting the import in 
foice at the time when such goods are imported. 

(vi) This licence does not confer any immunity exemp¬ 
tion or relaxation at aqy time from an obligation or com¬ 
pliance with any requirement to which the import may be 
subject to under other laws or regulations. The importer 
shall comply with the provisions of all other laws apnli- 
cable. 


(vii) Thi 8 O G.L. shall remain In force only for the goods 
arriving In India on or before 4th December, 1982.
